MANY perfons who have a great de- 
deh'ght in reading, and are unac- 
quainted with any language, but En- 
glifti, are at a lofs for want of fome directions 
in the choice of proper Authors, on the fe- 
veral fubjeds which would improve the un- 
derftanding and correit the judgment, as well 
as pleafe the imagination at the fame time. 
To affift fuch perfons is the defign of this 
fmall performance, by giving a feries of the 
moft efteemed books in Hiftory, Divinity, 
Morality, Poetry and Polite Literature. As 
to Arts and Sciences, I -have been very (hort ; 
for whoever ftudies , any particular Science, 
whether Law, Phyfic, Mathematics, Aftro- 
nonomy, &c. will naturally apply to fome 
fenfible perfon fkilful in them, for his recom- 
mendation of proper Authors to inftruct 
him therein. Having had an acquaintance 

B with 
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with many perfons both of learning and judg- 
ment, (whofe opinions upon moft Authors 
of our nation I have repeatedly heard), and 
having read a great many myfelf with plea- 
fure, I hope I am in fome degree fit for this 
taik, which I fhall endeavour impartially to 
perform. My defign alfo, is not for a com- 
pleat Library of a great expence, but to fuit 
perfons of a moderate fortune. 

Hijlory is the moft pleafing and ufeful 
ftudy, and herein, that of our own country 
we fhould be beft acquainted with. Geogra- 
phy and Chronology muft be joined thereto, 
and may juftly be called the Eyes of Hiftory j 
for the knowledge of time and place, when 
and where any great events have happened, 
is as neceffary as to know by whom they 
were performed.

For Geography, I would recommend Sal- 
mon's Geographical Grammar, 8vo. his Ga- 
zetteer, 1 2mo. and his Modern Hiftory, 3 vols, 
fol.

The Compleat Syftem of 
Geography, with Bowen's Maps, 2 vols. fol.

GENERAL HISTORY. 

As to General Hiftory ; The Univerfal Hif- 
tory, in 2 1 vols. 8vo. and the continuation of 
it, called Modern Hiftory, in 46 vols. 8vo. are 
a Library of themfelves. The firft woi:k is 
more accurately performed than the continu- 
ation ; but the plan being executed by dif- 
ferent hands, is not done fo well as could 
be wiftied, the frequent repetitions taking 
up too much room, and perfpicuity is riot 
fo well obferved as it fhould be ; they are 
indeed proper for a capital Library ; but to 
readers in general I would ftrongly recom- 
mend Rollin's Ancient Hiftory, 10 vols. 8vo. 
or in fmalier fize. — Hiftory of the Arts and 
Sciences of the Ancients, 4 vols. Bvo.- — Pri- 
deaux's Connedlion of the Old and NewTef- 
tament, 2 vols, fol. or 4 vols. 8vo. Both thefe 
Authors abound with judicious reflexions, are 
very entertaining, and deferve the attention 
which their merit will procure. — Sir Walter 
B 2 Ra- 
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Ralegh's Hiftory of the World, deferves 
the fame charader. The beft edition is in 
2 vols. fol. with his life by Oldys ; but the 
former editions of his hiftory are equally 
compleat, (except in his life) only fome bet- 
ter printed than others; thofe in 1677 and 
1687, are beft printed. 

Grecian History. 
For the Grecian Hijlory, Stanyaii's Grecian 
Hiftory, 2 vols. 8vo. — Archbifliop Potter's 
Greek Antiquities, 2 vols. Svo. are particularly 
fuitable. 

Roman History. 
The Roman Hijiory is fo w^ell and judici* 
oufly wrote by Rollin, in 16 vols. Svo. and 
continued by Crevier, in i o vols.

Hook's Roman Hiftory, in 3 vols. 4to. which 
is a valuable work. — For fuch who cannot 
afford the price, Mr. Echard's Roman Hifto- 
ry, in 5 vols. Svo. may fuffice.— With plea- 
fure you will read the ingenious Ver tot's Ro- 
man Revolutions, 2 vols. Svo. — Dr. Middle- 
ton's Life of Cicero, 3 vols. Svo, an elegant 
and entertaining vi'ork. — The Manners and

He is a ,moft live-!- 
ly and entertaining writer, but his volatile 
imagination too often runs away with his 
judgment, and fometimes mifreprefents truth. 
He cannot be quite relied on in fad:s relat- 
ing to religion, to which he is no great friend, 
though as a man of humanity, he is a tho- 
rough enemy to perfecution, bigotry and ty- 
ranny.

Great-Britain, Scotland, 

and Ireland. 
For our own country, it' will be proper to 
be more copious. As to its defcription, Cam- 
den's Britannia, by Biihop Gibfort, 2 vols, 
fol. claims the firft place juftly, being an ex- 
cellent work. — Tour through Great Britain, 

4 vols. 
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^ vols. I zmo.-T-England's Gazetteer, 3 vols. 
i2mo.— Camden's Remains, 8vo. — Ray's 
Englifh Proverbs, 8vo. Thefe all deferve to 
be had /or their real ufefulnefe. Bifliop Ni- 
colfon's Englifb, Scotch, and Irifli Hiftori- 
cal Libraries, fol. is a moft ufeful work, as , 
it contains an account of all the hiflorical 
writers worth notice (to his time in 1714) 
relating to thofe kingdoms, apd its particu- 
lar countie^s by whom defcribed. Stowe or 
Maitland's Hiftory, in 2 vols. fol. of the great 
and opulent Metropolis of London, which with 
Weftminfter and Southwark, are but as one 
city, are either of them an ufeful and curious 
work.-7-London and its Environs, in 6 vols. 
8vo. is a pretty work, but injudicioully fluffed 
up with a lift of obfcure lanes, alleys, &c. 
which in a fecond edition it is hoped will be 
left out, or put at the end in fmaller print. 

We have yet no very good hiftory of our 

own country, nor I fear ever fliall. The 

bias on the mind of every Writer, to him 
perhaps imperceptible, mifleads him in his 
refledions, and the turn he gives to fadts. 
The leaft exceptionable I think is Rapin's 
C 2 Hiftory, 
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Hiftory, with Tindal's continuation, in 5 vols, 
fol. or 28 vols. 8vo. Rapin is a very good 
Writer, and more impartial than any I have 
met with. Smollet's Hiftory is in a lively 
ftyle, his charadters ftrongly painted, but his 
unhappy bias is too evident. Mr. Hume's 
Hiftory, in 6 vols. 410. or 8 vols. 8vo. has its 
merit as an ingenious vs^ork ; but his vifible 
difefteem for religion, and his careleflhefs in 
fome fads, make it not fo valuable a vi'ork, 
as fo capable an Author might have ren- 
dered it. For a fhort hiftory, Mr. Kimber's 
in one volume 8vo. is the beft. — Bifhop Ken- 
net's Colledion of Englifh Hiftorians, and his 
own continuation, in 3 vols. fol. is a very 
valuable work. Baker's Chronicle, fol. is a 
very proper book for a young perfon to read j 
his method is good. — Salmon's Chronologi- 
cal Hiftorian, 2 vols. 8vo. is a very ufeful 
manual. Thofe who would know well' our 
ancient conftitution in church and ftate, 
muft read Selden's Difcourfes on the Laws 
and Government of England, by N. Bacon, 
fol. an excellent work. — Tyrell's Hiftory of 
England, 5 vols. foL — and Dr. Brady's Hif- 
tory 3 vols. fol.

For underftanding minutely State Affain 
ffom Henry VIII. to the Revolution, you 
may confult the following works publifhed 
from original manufcripts.

accurate account which Bifhop Burnet's hif- 
tory 
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tory of it In 3 vols. fol. h'ae given. It is a 
niofl valuable work ; thofe who cannot af- 
ford to purchafe it, fhould buy his abridge- 
ment of in 8vo. or 3 vols. 1 2mo. His ftyle 
in all his writings is eafy, clear and familiar. 
An author, I think, that will be more efleem- 
ed, as he is more read. The accurate Mr. 
Strype, in his Annals of the Reformation, 
4 vols. fol. and his Memorials of it, 3 vols. fol. 
has cleared up many fads. Bifhop Stilling- 
fieet's Church Hiftory, fol. a truly great learn- 
ed and good man, with Dr. Inctt's continua- 
tion in 2 vols, are the beft account of ancient 
times. Mr. Collier's Church Hiftory, 2 
vols. fol. comes to Charles II's reign ; is a 
good ftyle and well methodized : but his 
partiality is too vifible to every reader. 

For our unhappy diffentions in the reign 
of Charles L Lord Clarendon's Hiftory of the 
Rebellion, is the fineft work, the beft edition 
is in 3 vols. fol. it is alfo in 6 vols. 8vo. his 
continuation of it lately published in one vo- 
lume fol, with his life, or in 3 vols. Svo.are 
extremely deferving of a careful perufal. His 
fiyle is mafculine, elegant and perfuafive, and 

thougli, 
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bias to Charles I. yet we can fcarce ^yoid fyj- 
giving both him and his hero whilfl we read 
him. On the fanaeSdg, dre Lord Holiest Me- 
moirs, Svo.';— $ir Philip Warwick's Memoirs,

Mr, 
Prake^s Parliamer^tary Hiftory ir^ 24 vols. 
8yo. is a curious ai'yj valuable.wprk, and ne- 
ceflary to be read by all who vs^puld rightly; 
underftand our conftitution, which it fully 
explains. Chandler's Parliamentary debates 
of Lprds and Commons, from 1 660 to 1 742, 
in 22 vols. 8yo. is alfb an efjteeined.work,— , 
Anchitell Grey's Cplledt^n, of -Debates , in 10 
vols. 8yo. is authentic^ ai)d valuable. Bifliop 
Burnet's Hiftory of his own Times, 4 vols. 
Byo. deferyes a freq^uent reading. Theca-^ 
vils which have been publijhgd at it by Swift, 
Higgons and Salmon, being in general 
■ ^ '" " ' ;j groundlefs 
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gfoundlefs and trifling. It is indeed a valu- 
able work. 

Lord Bolingbroke's Diflertation on Parties, 
8vo. his Remarks on Englifh Hiftory, 8vo. 
and his Political Tradts, 8vo. are all lean 
recommend of that elegant and noble author. 
Sir William Temple's Memoirs, 2 vols, and 
Letters, 3 vols. 8vo. deferve reading ; he is 
a fine writer, and may be depended upon. 
Wellwood's Memoirs 1 2mo. is a very pro- 
per book, and a pretty fketch of our affairs 
from 1588 to 1688. Echard's Hiflory of 
the Revolution, 8vo. I would alfo recom- 
mend to the reader.
